HOUSING 


Slum Clearance. 


Another year has elapsed and the problem of clearing 
substandard housing accommodation has not improved. This is a formidable 
task and whilst it is anticipated that a number of properties can be 
converted and improved to provide dwellings cof reasonable standards of 
fitness and amenities, other dwellings will have to be demolished and cleared. 
A vital link in the slum clearance campaign is the provision of new 
dwellings to re-house displaced families. Unfortunately due to the extremely 
high cost of building in the area, it is feared that rentals of new houses 
will prove to be a heavy drain on the family budget. 


REDEVELOPMENT ..REAS. 


Following lengthy negotiations with the owners the 
acquisition of the properties in the Sarn Road and South Street redevelopment 
scheme was completed during the year. Work was commenced in the 
redevelopment of the Old Church School in the ten Felin Areas The scheme 
will ultimately provide eight houses. The high cost of work will no doubt 
reflect on the rentals even having regard to the financial aid which will 
be forthcoming from the National funds. 


The Council also completed the acquisition of the 
properties at Arran Road, iee. Nos 1-1l Arran Road and Nos 1-5 Arran Court, 
in dugust 1962. The Council repaired some of the houses to improve the lot 
of the tenants but it is proposed to demolish the properties when the Scheme 
of Redevelopment is completed and the proposed road works envisaged by the 
Ministry of Transport proceed. &t the same time a block of Flats will be 
erected on land available at the rear of these properties and the tenants 
will eventually be rehoused in satisfactory living units. 


Council House Buildings 

Work was continued on the erection of 18 Flats on the 
Lembard Street Site. The Scheme provides for 12 two bedroom Flats and 6 
one bedroom flats forold age personse 


The Council have also under consideration the erection 
of 64 dwellings on the Penycaeau site. 


Overcrowding. 
There are no cases of legal overcrowding in the district. 


Private Housing Development. _ 


During the year the 4 Police Houses at Penycaeau site 
were completede 


The eight houses on the Penycefn Road Site were 
also vompleted and occupied during the yeare 
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Erection of 8 houses were commenced on the Fronallt Site, 
7 on the Fronwmion Site, and 2 on the Liwyn/Llanfachreth Road site’, of the 
last mentioned two houses, one was completed during the month of Novembers 


Improvement Grants. 


There has been no great demand for either discretionary or 
standard grants during the year and this is 2 metter that proves disappointing. 
The Council are prepared to encourage improvement of existing dwellings within 
the district. 


6 applications for standard grants and 2 applications 
for discretionary grants were received and approved during the year. 


4 grant aided schemes- 2 Discretionary and 2 standard, 
were completed during the year.

HOUSING MANAGEMENT. 


The Council employ direct labour for the carrying out of 
maintenance and repairs to Council Houses. Major works of repair are 
put out én contract. Contracts to render the external walls of 16 houses 
were completed during the year. . 


REFUSE COLLECTION .ND DISPOS.L. 


The Council continued to carry out a !twice weekly! collection 
of refuse during the year and most dwellings in the district enjoy this 
service. 

The Coedffriddarw tip is still being used for the disposal 
of house and trade refuse and there is still adequate tipping space available, 


STREET CLEN..SING. 


Cleansing of trunk roads and classified roads is carried 
out by the County Highways Authority, whilst the unclassified roads are 
attended to by this authority. Every opportunity is taken to remind the 
public of the necessity to keep the town "litter free" and litter bins 
ya been provided in various parts of the town. The Council have for some 

opted a byelaw for the prevention of fouling of footways by dogs. 


PUBLIC CONVENEINCES » 


Conveniences are provided for both sexes at the Cae Marian 
Park and also at the Free Library. The Council have under consideration the 
provision of additional conveniences in the town, but as yet have not been 
able. to secure a suitable site. 


A male anc female part-time daily attendants are 
employed to clean the Public Converiences. Paper hand towel machines are 
available in the conveniences. 
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SEWERAGE ND SEWAGE DISPOS..L. 


There has been no change in the system during the year and the 
sewer discharges into the sea autfall. 


The public sewer was extended to the Penybane area which. 
provided facilites for 3 houses to be connected, thus abolishing the pail closetse 


The seweres were regularly inspected and flushed constantlye 
Test baiting for rodent infestation was carried out during the year. 


Steps were commenged for connecting properties in the 
Magecaled area, including the new private properties at Fronwnion,to the 
public sewer. 


FOOD ND DRUGS CT. 


The private slaughterhouse in Arran Road was in regular 
use throughout the year and it is anticipated the premises will comply fully 
with the Regulations in the near future. Improved arrangements were secured 
for the disposal of waste products by frequeht and regular collections during 
the 'peak kill! period. 


Meat derived from animals slaughtered on the premises is 
supplied to a large area of the surrounding distriets, and there is a steady 
increase in the gross total of animals slaughtered. 


The High quality of the home produced meat was again 
very evident.
